On Ifaroh 1, 1954 Agent interviewed Benry Bannon, Conner 
Jail, Liberty, Missouri, and discussed with bin in detail the in- 
form tlon set out In the report of Special Agent K. B. Mclntire, 

Chicago, Illinois, dated 2-21-54. 

Bannon advised that his borne ms in Leavenworth, Kansas, 
but that for a number of years he has been running whiskey in and 
aboutDubuque , Iowa. Be ilso advised that he had bsen involved in 
a number of box cor thefts and that the ease in which he was pieked 
up on is the outgrowth of a theft he committed on a box oar sometime 
ago. Bannon states that a man by the name of Rufus Brown grates a 
restaurant at East Dubuque known as "lhe Old White Owl-, that Martin 
Rieder (not Rider) operates a restaurant in close proximity known 
as "The Midnight Sun-, that both of the above restaurants are hangouts 

for gangsters end recketeers* 

Bannon stated that he met Jew Eddie and Bed lioLaughlin at ,• 
the above restaurants sometime last August. Be states that .the last 
tine he saw either of them was about last Thanksgiving. Be advised 
that "Jew Eddie" and "Red" McLaughlin had many racketeering contaete 
at Dubuque, St* Pauli Minnesota and Bochsster, Minnesota. Be i* 
at all certain whether or not they were connected with any organized 
mob. Be advised that "Jew Eddie* and "Red" McLaughlin, when J* 0 * 
first appeared in Dubuque, were interested in opereting^gambUnghous a, 
and in this connection they ware in constant contact with one 
Luzler. He stated that Fred Luzier now praoticaily controls the beer 
industry at Dubuque, Iowa and that ha is the agent for Schmidt pity 

Club Beer. . - "

He further advised that one Fred Oeiaaer, a brother 
Maurice Geisser, a prominent Chicago racketeer handled quit# a bit 
<5 business for "Jew Eddie" and "Bed" McLaughlin at ^qua. Ha 
further advised that one "Babe" Jones was weU acquainted with J** 
McLaughlin and "Jew Eddie" end from this acquaintance he draws the 
conclusion that both "Bed" McLaughlin and "Jew Eddie" were ****™J* d 
in the .Hatching racket. Be advised that "Babe" Jones 
to have perpetrated a kidnaping about a year ago of one ^ “****•» 
and he has heard information to the effect that "Bed" Ma^la was 
«,• man on the above kidnaping. Be further stated that the 
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original plana had baen to kidnap Trod Lazier (not Lizire) but 
thro*h some mlxup MoGulre wee the viotim* Bannon ate ted that .. 
ahortly after Thanksgiving -Jew Eddie- and •B»d- ltoLa o^lin made a 
hasty departure from Seat Dubuque and rumor had it that the Department 
of Justice opera ti Tea were searching for -Red- M cL augh l in and Jew 
Eddie* in connection with eome kidnaping case* Rennon states ttat 
•Jew Eddie- end -Bad- McLaughlin and Rufus Brown did have in their, 
possession about $500*00 in United States Postage Stamps, and that 
they tried to get him to dispose of acme of these stands. However, 
he stated he did not help dispose of these stampa but does know that 
some disposition was made of them* 

Bannon was asked what information -Beinle* Jenson of 
East Dubuque might have in his possession which would throw any 
upon the instant case. Be edvises that Jenson, «*° *••**•• ** 

11 ta Place, East Dubuque, was also a Liquor runner in that dlstrl 
and consequently was well acquainted with all the r»ej» tearing enter- 
prises that have taken place in that region* He further stated that 
Jenson is hostile to Trad Luzier because of some argument they ] had, 
and that he might divulge information concerning Luzier which 
in turn connect up with the present ease. Be lays no foundation for 
the fact that Luzier might have been involved in the present ca ®® ® b 
than the fact that he was a companion of criminals in that locality*

prolific source of information*

Accord- 
ing to George E. Larson, the stationary fire siren of La ke Forest is 
sounded at noon each day with the exception of Sunday and at no 
other time other than at large fires* The siren is never sounded 
for small fires. It ie possible to hoar the siren of Lake Bluff, 

Illinois, when the wind is favorable. The siren of Lake Bluff is 
sounded only in case of fire. There are no factories in or near . . __ 

Lake Forest • There 'are four churches in Lake Forest . Two churches 
are equipped with bells which are rung only for Sunday services. The 
bells of the churches in Lake Forest are never rung on Saturday - 

according to Ur. Larson.- Jhe Chicago & Northwestern steam railway. * * c

'larch 19. The typewriting of the specimens made on the Corona Special 
portable typewriter Ho. 656647 of pete/Haras is not identical with the 
Bremer extortion letters. In considering typewriters which might be the 
ones used to write these extortion letters and the other letters tentatively 
identified it must be remembered that the specimens of typing appearing in 
the extortion letters are not clear. It was intended to convey in the 
original report of the laboratory that this typewriter is a Portable 
Corona such as was in existence in 1929. This does not mean .na . it was 
made in that year for the first time. Such statements should not be taken 
to be conclusive but merely as a lead offered for whatever assistance they 
may be even though this conclusion is not as definitely certain as other 
portions of the report. The typewriter of Haras could have been used to 
write th® extortion letters in this case as far as tne style and year of 
manufacture is concerned. A comparison of the individual letters, however, 
indicates thet it was not used.

With reference to a conversation with Mr. S. P. Cowley of 
the Division on the night of March 15, 1934 concerning the statement 
appearing in newspaper articles to the effect that JLatent fingerprints 
of certain suspects in the Bremer Kidnap case had been found on oil' . 
cans on the route alleged to have been taken by the kidnapers when they 
delivered Bremer to his home, I have to advise you as follows: 


I was absent from the office on March 14th and 15th, having 
left here the night of the 13th, and returned late on the night of the 
15th. I had been in Arkansas on official matters. Special Agent Paul 



Hansen was in charge of the office in my absence. While in Little Bock 
I received a telephone conmunication from Mr. Hansen and while there I 
also talked to Mr. Cowley of the Division. On the occasion of both of 
these conversations I had been informed of the raid in Osage County on 
the morning of the 15th, which resulted in the arrest of Glenn BoyWrigit 
and others. I was cognizant that we were seeking Glenn Hoy Wrighf and 
Agent Hollis had been making efforts for sometime to locate him in that 
area, together with Harry Campbell.

I had been. most circumspect in informing the Agents of this 
office that they should be most discreet in discussing with anyone the 
suspects in this case and the reason for the inquiries# To many of the 
Agents I had not even divulged the full particulars in the matter# Mr# 
Hollis did know that latent fingerprints had been found on certain, oil 


cans 


* X discussed with Agent Hansen the matter oifthe statement 
appearing in the newspapers relative to the laten; fingerprints^ |5^^Laa 
prepared a memorandum for me concerning this matt[ 
attached hereto# 
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I connunicated with Special Agent Hollis at Tulsa by telephone 
the night of the 15th. He informed me that he had not divulged that in- 
formation to any newspaper men, or to anyone. 

The inquiries mentioned above were condunicated to the Division, 
together with the fact that Agent Hansen said he had received a telephone 
call from a man by the name of Shipley, representing the Minneapolis 
Tribune. Thereafter Mr. Cowley of the Division connunicated with me by 
phone and said that Agents at Minneapolis had interviewed Shipley and he 
had said that he had obtained the information through telephonic comnuni- 
cations on the 15th with a man by the name of Burkes of the Tulsa Wor ^» 
or with the Jailer or deputy sheriff at Sapulpa, Oklahoma. I also talked 
to Inspector Borer at St. Paul concerning this matter and he, as well as 
Mr. Cowley, informed me that the newspaper men at Minneapolis had said the 
information concerning the latent fingerprints found on the cans had come 
via "newspaper grapevine" from Oklahoma. Mr. Cowley told me that it was 
the Director's instructions that I proceed to Tulsa and Sapulpa in an 
effort to obtain all the particulars concerning this matter. 

At Sapulpa I interviewed A. B. Holderby, County Jailer, who said 
that sometime probably around noon of March 15th, he received a telephone 
call from some person who said he was a newspaper man in Minneapolis and 
wanted to know about the arrests made that morning, and whether Barker and 
Earpis were arrested. He said he told the newspaper man that he didn’t 
believe they were, but if he wanted any infoimation concerning the arrests, 
he should obtain it from the Sheriff’s office, which was down stairs and 
that he transferred the call, through the operator, to the Sheriff's office 
Holderby stated that this man ealling him didn't gite any name and that he 
is certain that he made no mention whatever of latent fingerprints, or 
fingerprints of any kind. Holderby told me that he didn't know anything 
about any fingerprints being found on cans and that he didn't know any 
such item had appeared in the newspapers until I mentioned it to him. 

From Holderby's appearance I do not doubt for one moment that he is telling 

the truth. 


I interviewed Gordon Morriss, Undersheriff at Sapulpa, who remains 
in the office practically all of the day. Morriss said that sometime about 
noon on the 15th, probably shortly before noon, a person called him and said 
he was with the Minneapolis Tribune, but did not give any name, and stated 
that he wanted to know who was arrested by the officers that morning; that 
he read the names of the persons arrested and that this individual then 
asked' him whether Earpis and Barker were arrested and he told him "No." 
Morrise said that no mention was made by this individual about fingerprints 
of any kind. Morriss stated that he did not know until he read in the 


\ 
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newspaperB that any latent fingerprints had been found anywhere in 
the investigation of the Bremer Kidnap case. Mr. Morrias said that 
Agent Hollis had never discussed the matter with him. Morris* told 
me that if any man said that he had made the statement, or given out 
any information to the effect that latent fingerprints were found on 
any cans, that the person making such a statement "is a liar.* Morriss 
told me that he is the only person in the office that day who talked 
with any newspaper men. 

I talked to Sheriff Willis Strange, Sapulpa, who stated that 
he didn't talk with any newspaper men at Minneapolis on the 15th, or at 
any other time, and that he did not know until he read in the newspapers 
that any latent fingerprints had been found on oil cans in connection 
with the investigation of the Bremer case. He stated that Agent Hollis 
had never discussed this matter with him. 

I interviewed Ed Burkes, City Editor of the Tulsa World (news- 
paper) , who stated that on the 15th of March he talked two or three 
times to a man by the name of Shipley of the Minneapolis Tribune; that 
on one occasion on the 15th when he talked to Shipley by tel^>hone, he 
told Shipley to call the Sheriff's office for information concerning 
the arrests made that morning. He stated that he did not tell Shipley 
that day anything about any latent fingerprints having been found on 
cans. He was asked whether he had heard prior to the newspaper story 
that latent fingerprints had been found on any cans and he stated that 
he had heard that ten days or more ago. He was asked the source of his 
information and stated, "I do not know where I got it." He was questioned 
further concerning it and said that he probably obtained it from some of 
the "boys’* around the office. I asked him ifcat he meant by boys and he 
said some of the reporters. He was asked to name some of the reporters 
specifically, but said he couldn't remenfcer. He was asked if he had ob- 
tained it from Agent Hollis, or any representative of this Division, and 
he told me that he had not. Very little satisfaction could be obtained 
from Burkes. It was apparent that he was hedging and did not care par- 
ticularly to discuss this matter at any great length. 

Agent Hollis informed me that while he was at the Penitentiary 
at McAlester, Oklahoma, where he had gone to accompany the officers to 
take some of these prisoners, he received a long distance telephone call 
from a newspaper man by the name of William Voight, who is the Associated 
Press representative at Tulsa; that Voight asked him if the primary 
purpose of the raid that morning was to effect the arrest of Karpis and 
Barker, who were suspected in the Eremer case, and that he told him such 
was not the case. He stated that that was the extent of the inquiry made 
of him by Voight. 
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I interviewed William Voigit at Tulsa, who seems to be a 
straightforward young man, although still a newspaper man, and he spoke 
in the highest terms of the Division; of how he had met several of the 
Division's representatives during the Urschel investigation and trial* 

He told me that Agent Hollis had never informed him that any latent 
fingerprints had been found on any cans during the investigation of the 
Bremer case, nor had any other representative of this Division given him 
this information, but that he had heard Burkes say ten days or so ago 
that he had information to this effect, however, Burkes did not tell him 
the source from which he had obtained it. Voight told me specifically 
that he had not written any article, or dispatched any news it«n during 
the day of the 15th to any point concerning any latent fingerprints. 

He said that sometime about 2:00 P.M. on the 15th he received a query 
from the Aasociated Press representative in Minneapolis or St. Paul for 
full particulars concerning the raid that morning and later in the day, 

Just a short time thereafter, he received a request from the Associated 
PresB in Kansas City to follow up the story of the raid that morning, 
particularly in connection with the Bremer case, and to play the lead 
strongly. He stated that in this dispatch from Kansas City some mention 
had been made of the fingerprint item, but that he replied that he felt 
that it was false and that after it appeared in the papers that evening 
(March 15th) , he wrote a story under a Mannford date line for the morn- 
ing papers circulated by the Associated Press and made mention of the 
latent fingerprint situation. Voight said that he was present at the 
raid on the morning of the 15th; that Hollis had not apprised him of it, 
nor had he invited him to go along. Voight attempted to impress me with 
his sincerity in an effort to assist as much as possible in this matter, 
if ve would not divulge any information that he might furnish. He stated 
to me that it was hie impression that the story relative to latent prints 
had emanated from Minneapolis or St. Paul. He informed me that he believed 
he could obtain the source of the information from Ed Burkes and that, if 
he did, he would furnish me therewith. 

Several days ago when this office was making considerable in- 
vestigation in and around Tulsa in an effort to obtain the names and 
addresses of the associates of Karp ex and Barkis, particularly information 
that might result in the apprehension of Harry Campbell end Glenn Roy 
Wright, I assigned Agents Sorola and Birch to assist Agent Hollis. These 
Agents were specifically instructed not to divulge to anyone why the 

Division was seeking any of these persons. 




" It was learned during the course of these inquiries that Glenn 

Roy Wright has a brother, Harold Wright, employed at the Tulsa World as a 
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deliweryman out of Tulsa. Agent Birch talked to I. G. Henthorne, the 
Editor of the World, relative to Harold Wright. I interviewed Mr. 
Henthorne, who stated that Agent Birch did talk to him about this 
matter and that he offered every cooperation and assistance possible 
in locating Glenn Roy Wright through his brother, but that Agent Birch 
made no mention whatever of fingerprints of any kind. Ur. Henthorne 
stated, however, that sometime ego he heard some mention in the editorial 
room about fingerprints in connection with the investigation of the Bremer 
case, the details of which he couldn’t remember, possibly he said that he 
heard some prints had been found on some cans, but that be paid very 
little attention to it. 


L. W. McFetridge, Circulation Manager of the Tulsa World, stated 
that Agent Birch talked to him about Harold Wright, but made no mention 
Of fingerprints or why he wanted to get in touch with Glenn Roy Wright. 
McFetridge said he didn’t know anything about the latent fingerprint story 
until he read it in the newspaper. 


Richard Maher, City Editor of the Tulsa World, was interviewed 
and said that about ten days or two weeks ago he heard that some finger- 
prints of someone, he thought Doo Barker, had been found on some gasoline 
cans abandoned by the kidnapers of Bremer; that he does not know where he 
heard it, but he thought it was from sane of the •boys’’ around the office, 
but could not name any specific individual who might have told him this. 
He stated that on Thursday, Maroh 15th, someone from the Minneapolis 
Tribune called him by phone and wanted to know all about the parties ar- 
rested in the raid that morning, but that in this conversation no mention 
was made of any fingerprints and that the inquiry was solely fbr e 
purpose of the identity of the persona arrested. 


Walter Eiscup, reporter of the Tulsa World, stated that on 
February 11, 1934 the Sheriff’s office at Tulsa received a wire from the 
>olice Department at St. Paul wanting the fingerprints and photograph of 
larry Campbell and that he wrote a short story about it; that there was 
10 mention in this story about any latent fingerprints on any gasoline 
;ans, and that he did not know of this fact until he read it in tbe 
5n March 15th. Biecup is a very intelligent young man, with an engaging 
nerRonslitv. but crafty, and still a newspaper man. 


J. Kelson Taylor, a reporter of the Tulea World, was inter- 
viewed and stated that several days ago he saw Agent Birch there and that 
he talked with Birch about Glenn Roy Wrigit and Harold Wright, as at one 
time -he had lived in the home of Mrs. Wright in Tulsa, but that at no 
time during his conversation with Birch did he mention fingerprints or 
why Glenn Roy Wright was wanted. He did state that he had not discussed 
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■this subject with any other representative of this Division. He told 
me that he did not know anything about any latent fingerprints hawing 
been found on any cans until he had read it in the newspapers. I 
doubt very much that Taylor is telling the truth, for he appeared to be 
hedging as much as possible and he, of course, is a newspaper man. 

I talked to Agent Birch about this matter and he told me that 
he did not tell anyone about any fingerprints having been found on any 
gasoline cans for the reason that he did not know it until he had read 
it in the newspapers. 

Agent Paulson, an accountant, has been in Tulsa for sometime 
under subpoena and I discussed this matter with him, but he told me that 
he was not aware of the fact that any latent fingerprints had been found 
until he read it in the newspapers. 

Agent Sorola , now assigned to the Hew Orleans office, has not 
been interviewed in respect to this matter. 


Agent Hollis is preparing a memorandum for me concerning the 
subject matter of inquiry. 

I am obtaining newspapers in Oklahoma City and Tulsa in which 
this story appeared. 


On the night of March 17th I talked to Mr. Cowley of the 
Division concerning this matter and he stated that Ed Burkes is a "Vice 
President of the National Newspaper Guild and that there was a convention 
of this organization in Washington sometime ago and that Burkes might have 
obtained the information there. I talked to William Voight about this 
convention and he said that the convention referred to was held prior to 

the kidnaping of Bremers 


On the afternoon of March 18th, I received a telephone call from 
ir. Clegg of the Division in which he stated he had before him an Item under 
;he McAl ester, Oklahoma date line of March 16th of the Inti ernat ional News 
Service to the effect that Agent Hollis, who accompanied sane offers 
£? prisoners to the Penitentiary at McAlester, had disclosed for the first 
time that the purpose of the raid was to effect the apprehension of Barker 
ind Alvin Karois and that some persons arrested were close associates of 
the suspects and that this item indicated a direct quotation of Agent Hollis 
^ p.w* instructed that all information concerning the same be obtained. 


I learned that Pred Eiseling, 1606 North Robinson, Oklahoma City, 
is the local representative of the International News Service. He did not 
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know the representative at McAlester, but said that W. J. Good of Kansas 
City is the district manager and that he would know the representative at 
McAlester. I asked Mr. Conroy at Kansas City to obtain from Good the 
representative’s name at McAlester and he stated that ha is £. H. Martel. 

I dispatched Agents Paul Hansen and L. M. Chipman the night of 
Kerch 18th to McAlester to interview Martel. 


I interviewed Agent Hollis concerning this matter and he stated 
to me positively that he had not interviewed any newspaper man in McAlester 
and that the only contact he had with newspaper men was the telephone call 
he received from William Voight, Associated Press man at Tulsa, referred 
to above. Hollis furthermore told me that he did not make such a statement 
to any parson at McAleBter or elsewhera* 


Agent Hansen called me last night from McAlester and informed me 
that he had interviewed Martel, International News Service representative 
there, who stated that he had never interviewed or seen Mr. Hollis and 
stated he didn’t interview any officer who accompanied prisoners to 
McAlester on March 15th; that the material for any article prepared by 
him concerning this matter cleared through the district °J f * c ® °* * h ® 
International News Service at Kansas City, Missouri and that it did not 
directly quote any person. This morning Agent Hansen called P® “f 
that he has received copies of all dispatches in respect to this matter 
received by and sent out by Martel and that none of them quote Agent Hollis. 
This information was furnished telegraphically to the Division on March 1

Thi 8 memorandum is being prepared at the suggestion of 
Special Agent in Charge Dwight Brantley. 

During March 14 and 15, 1934, I was in charge of the Oklahcma 
City office during Mr. Brantley’s absence. About 9:15 A.14., March 15, 1934, 
Special Agent H. E. Hollis called me on the telephone from Sapulpa, Oklahoma 
and advised me that he hed assisted in a raid with twenty-seven officers 
from Tulsa, Stillwater, and Sapulpa, Oklahoma on a house owned by Ira Brackett 
which is located about six miles west of Mannford, Oklahcma. Agent Hollis 
advised thet Glen Roy Wright, five other men and three women were arrested 
during this raid. Agent Hollis requested some help from the Oklehama City 
office in interrogating Wright and the other persons arrested with him re- 
garding his associetion with Buspects in the Bremer kidnaping case. I advise 
Agent Hollis thet due to other urgent matters in this district I was 
in the office and could not help him in this regard. Agent Hollis informe 
me that a considerable sum of money had been recovered from the possession 
of some of these people, and I advised him to check it against the serial 
numbers of the bills paid for the ransom of Mr. Bremer. HolliB called me 
back in a few minutes and stated that as several thousand people had gathered 
around the Sapulpa County Jail, the officers were apprehensive of some 
trouble and that arrangements had been made to take five of the men to the 
State Fenitentiary at KcAlester, and that he did not have time to check 
these serial numbers then. He stated that for some reason which He did not 
know sane newspaper men from Tulsa, Oklahoma were present at this raid and 
he was, therefore, anxious for the information concerning the arrest of 
Wright to be forwarded to Washington at once# 

As soon as I finished talking with Agent Hollis, I immediately 
called the Division at Washington and talked with Mr. Cowley, advising him 
of the result of this reid, and I gave him the names of th % p " 8on8 
arrested except two women whose names I could not eecure. 1 ^en calle 
St. Paul office and talked with Inspector Rorer and advised him of these 


About 10:30 or 11:00 A.M. , a Mr. Shipley called me on the 
telephone from Minneapolis, Minnesota and said that he was a representative 
of the Minneapolis Tribune and asked me about the arrests. I told Mr. Shlp- 
ley thet I understood there were some newspaper men present during this rai 
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and that I suspected that he knew more about the details of it than I did. 

He asked me if this raid was made with the intention of catching sane of the 
Bremer kidnapers, and I told him that it was not. He then asked me if we 
did not have hopes of catching some of the persons who were suspected of 
being involved in the Bremer kidnaping when we made this raid, and I told 
him that was not so. He then asked me if some of our Agents were not present 
on this raid and I told him that there was one Agent and twenty-seven of fleers. 
He asked me why the raid was made and what the real purpose of the raid was 
and I told him that I could not give him any information along this line as 
I had none to give, but that I suspected that it was made to catch several 
notorious bank robbera; that the results of this raid would indicate as much. 
Shipley then said, "In other words, Mr. Hansen, you are just not talking." 

I then told Mr. Shipley that that was not the attitude I had but that I really 
had no information to give him; that nine people were taken in this raid and 
that some of them are notorious bank robbers, and as far as I knew that was 
the entire story. Shipley then said, "How about the latent fingerprinta?" 

I told him that I had not heard of anything like that concerning this raid. 

He said, "Is it not a fact that fingerprints of Doc Barksr and Karpia were 
found in connection with the Bremer kidnaping?" I told him that I had no 
information to that effect. He then said, "How about the fingerprints on 
the oil can?" I then said to him, "Well, now, Mr. Shipley, you are telling 
me something for I never heard of anything like that." I then suggested to 
him that as he was on the ground and eo near to the St. Paul office that he 
could obtain information concerning the Bramer case directly from that office 
which would be the proper place for information concerning it to be given out 
to that particular newspaper. 

I might atate here that I knew that acme latent fingerprints 
had been found in connection with the investigation of the Bremer case, but 
was of the opinion that they had been found on an automobile, and the first 
time I heard of any fingerprints being found on an oil can in connection with 
this case is when Ur. Shipley mentioned it to me over the telephone. 

lir. Morris Moore, city editor of the Oklahoma City Times, called 
me on the telephone about 2:00 P.M. on the 15th, and asked for Mr. Brantley, 

When advised that he was out of town, Mr. Moore asked if I was in charge, and 
when advised affirmatively, he asked me what information I had to give out 
concerning the arrests at Sapulpa. I told him that I had no information to 
give out. He asked me if our office was not represented in this raid, and 
I told him that Agent Hollis who is located at Tulea was on the raid. Hs 
asked me if the Division had not suspected finding same suspects of sane kid- 
naping cane when this raid was made, and I told him that we did not suspect 
anything like that. He asked me if we were not making an investigation con- 
cerning the persons who were arrested at Sapulpa and I told him that we were 
making a check. I told him that the Division had several unsolved cases of 

various descriptions and that we were naturally interested in a case where 
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so many people were arrested, but that we had no information whatever that 
any of the persons who were arrested at Sapulpa were wanted for any offense 

over which the Government hae Jurisdiction. 

Mr. Tom Yarbarougb, also of the Oklahoma City Times, called 
at the Oklahoma City Division offiee and asked me if there was any 
tion to be given out concerning the arrest of these persons ** Sapulpa. I 
told him that I knew of nothing. This was practically the entire result 
of my conversation with Mr# Yarbarough* 

A short time later, which was about 6:00 P.M., Jack Stinnett, 
a reporter from the Daily Oklahoman, came into the Oklahoma City Division 
office end asked me if there was anything new on the results of the ar 
at Sapulpa, and I told him that there was not. He then asked me if 
Government had determined if any of the arsons arrested were wanted for 
violations of any laws over which the Government has Jurisdiction, and I told

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1934, and that while there he spent most of his time in the 
hospital* In the hospital he became very well acquainted with 
Dr, Joseph Horan, and since his, McGovern' s, release from 
Joliet he has visited Dr, Moran on very many occasions, end 
for a period of two months during February and March he was 
in Dr, Moran’ a office dally.

On May 5th, 1934, thle office received a letter from 
Mr* H* F« Ugel, 5220 Division Street, Chicego, Illinois, *ich letter 
suggested the possibility that Dr. Joseph P* Moran of 4861 Irving perk 
Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, was doing medical aork for the Dillinger 
group* He elao suggested that he had infometion to the effect that 
Dr* Moran had connections with the Touhy gang* 

On June 19, 1934, Special Agant S. P. Cowley inter- 
viewed Mr* Ugel and he furnished substantially the aems information as 
already contained in the files of this of floe* 

He advised further, however, that one Dr* W. C. Steele 
of Depue, Illinois, la e very good friend of Dr* Moran and that eome 
time ago Dr. Moron asked Dr* Steele, who is e dentist, to come to Chicago

The following investigation waa conducted by Spaeial 
Agent K, R. Kclntire at Depua, Sprlngvalley and Peru, Illlnoioe 


In tha haliaf that Dr* V* C* Staala might have informa- 
tion of walue concerning Doe lloran, it waa considered adriaabla to inter- 
view him* He atatad that ha had known Doc lloran for a number of ye are 
by reputation in tha vicinity of Springvalley, Illinoia; that Dr* Moraa 
practiced medicine in Depue, Illinoia* in 1932, from which plaea hie 
parole waa revoked and ha waa returned to tha Illinoia State Penitentiary* 
He stated that he haa never been intimate with Dr* MoxWn, but that In 
February of 1934, Dr* Koran oalled him, Steele, from Chicago, making 
Steele to coma to Chicago, since ha, Dr* Koran, had a proposition to 
make to him* On that visit Dr* lloran attempted to get Dr* .Steele to . .. 
come into hie, Koran' a, of floe* Koran told Steele that he had a large 
volume of business and that he could secure the same for Steele* At 
the time of this visit. Dr* Steele met a dental selesman by the name 
of Vlegand, who was a salesman for the S* S* Vhl te Dental Supply Company^' 
Chicago, Illinois* Vlegand advised Steele against a professional asso- 
- elation with Dr* Koran* Vlegand advised Staala that it was hie Impression 
' that Dr* Koran was treating patients for venereal diaaasas, and also was 
' conducting abortions* Dr* Steels advised that he again saw Dr* Moxwh 
in Chicago in Karch of 1934* Ha atatad, howevar, that during hie visit 
with Koran at the latter's office, he sea practically no one* He denied 
' having seen numerous men and deniad also aaeing any persona fitting the 
descriptions of any of the subjects or suapeote of this ossa* All tha - ~ 

photographs were shown to him, but he declared that ha had mean none of 
these individuals* During these visits Moran advised Steele that he,-

Dr. Steele advised in this connection that when ho waa rlaltlng Dr* * ' 
Moran in Chicago the latter, knowing the Orlandlnl woman and knowli£ 

"her to be a naree, eaggeeted to Dr. Steele that If %e ehould see Bit* ' 
©rlandini he should tell her that he, Dr* Moran, coaid as* her in 
Chicago aa his nurse* Dr* Steele Aeclared that he has known Bit* 

Orlandlnl for a number of years and that he merely met her On the 
street in either Depue or Springvalley, Illinois, and told her that 
Dr* Moran had e position for her* He declared, when informed of her 
failure to locate Dr* Moran in Chicago, that ehe hae newer came to 
elnce he told her to go to Chicago. 

Dr* Steele declared that a few days prior to Agent’s 
visit with him, ha, Steele, had a visit with Marty Keegan, Illinois 
Stete Parols Officer, located at Pontiac, Illinois, at which time 
Keegan told him, Steele, that James Wilson had "skipped out" of 
Chicago over a money matter, and no further infonoation waa forth- 
coming on this subject from Dr* Steele* Be advieed, however, that It 
might be advisable to interview Marty Keegan on this subject* Steels 
further stated that when he visited Moran in Chicago, the latter In- 
formed him, Steele, that he, Moran, had a connection with a "big shot" 
in the Teamsters Union and could give Dr. Steele lote of business.

information was obtainable along thla line* Archie Steele le now living - 
at 617 Maryland Street, Gary, Indiana* It is believed advisable to

night* so that Agent could obtain a photograph of James Wilson* He

Doc Moran* She has now told Mrs* Buck that sines Doe Moran has been 
located she is getting along all right and that bar son Paul brings home 
money and clothing from Doc Moran in Chicago. Oils Agent will proceed 
to Springvalley immediately and make efforts to trail Paul Lauer to 
Chicego in order to leern the location of Doc Moran* Mr* Doyle described

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Kindly refer to the report of Speoial Agent M. C. 

Spear submitted in this case under date of July 19, 1934, as 
veil as the report of Speoial Agent R. H, Simons, dated at 
Kansas City, Missouri, July 16, 1934. 

You will note the statement in the report of Speoial 
Agent Spear to the effect that John T.fGlynn, Private Deteotive, 
of Leavenworth, Kansas, allegedly a contact man for the KAHPZs- 
BARKER GANG, la supposed to spend considerable time at thqiRiverside 
Race Track, located near Kansas City, Missouri. It is re 
welii known fact that the Riverside Race Track is owned mostly by 
Tomf>enderga8t, Democratic political boss of Kansas City, Missouri, 
and the late JohnvLazia, who was, until his recent "spot" murder, 
known to be the right hand man of Pendergast. 

In view of this fact it is believed that Glynn had eonneo- 
tlona with the Lazla element in Kansas City. The possibility of 
endeavoring to definitely establish such relationship through con- 
tacts in Kansas City, Missouri has been considered. However, it 
appears that any inquiries to establish such connection between 
Glynn and the Lazia organization would result in the information 
being Immediately relayed to the Kansas City, Missouri Police 
Department, which has allegedly been controlled by Lazla. This is 
not believed desirable. Accordingly, it ie believed inadvisable 
to endeavor to make inquiries to establish such a connection between' 

Glynn and the Lazia organization.

* As is noted in the report of Agent Simona, -‘thW'Kansav City '* ,w " 

Missouri Police Department indicate that it la their belief that 
Alvin Karpie and Fred Barker participated in the "spot" murder of , . , 
John Lazia, and hence they are ^ctremely anxious .to effeot'-lte ‘appra-- ^ 
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henaion of these individuals. Tie alleged connection of Karpis and 
Barker with the Lazia murder has appeared in the newspapers in this 
vicinity and hence should be quite well known. 

During Agent Spear’s interviews relative to Glynn, it 4 
seemed to be the impressions of the individuals interviewed that 
Glynn is quite mercenary, and that his efforts are put forth in be- 
half of criminals for remuneration and not for friendship. Bie thought 
has occurred that if Glynn was friendly with the Lazle organization 
he would probably be interested in effecting the apprehension of 
the slayers of Lazia, because in doing so he would strengthen hla 
connection with the remaining members o£> the Lazia organization and 
with the presenyGlansas City, Misaourllpolice Department. 

From the numerous sources throughout the country, as re- 
flected in communications given as references to report of Special 
Agent k. C. Spear, above described, it seems very probable that 
John T. Glynn is either aware of the present whereabouts of members 
of the Karpis-Berker Gang, or is in such a position that he could 
ascertain such whereabouts. It is thought, therefore, that it might 
be advisable to openly interview John T. Glynn relative to the where- 
abouts of the membere of the Karpis-Berker Gang, at which time 
mention would be made to him of the fact that this Division is in 
a position to pay $500.00 each for information leading to the appre- 
hension of Fred Barker end Alvin Karpia, this being pursuant to 
Division letter dated July 9 , 1954, to the Kansas City Office. 

The suggestion of this open Interview with Glynn is made under the 
possibility that Glynn might be interested in cooperating with this 
Division in locating Karpia and Barker if he knew that by doing so 
he would make $1000.00, and would, at the same time, better his rela- 
tions and connections with the Lazia organization in Kansas City, 
Missouri, and the Kansas City, Missouri Police Department.

It le thought that if such an open interview with Glynn 
appears to be advisable to the Division that the same should be made 
in the near future, as in the event the Kansas City, Missouri Police 
Department obtain Information later which would eliminate Karpia and 
Barker as suspects in the Lazia killing, the probabilities of obtain- 
ing successful results through an open contact with Glynn would be 
lessened. 


It is respectfully requested that the Division advise this 
ffice if such an open interview with Glynn is desired. Of course,

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ln the meantime, Investigation will be continued to obtain any 
information relative to the whereabouts of the members of the 
Karpis-Barker gang through watching the cover on the mail of John 
T. Glynn, and through other contacts made in Leavenworth, Kansas,

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Information obtained at Leavenworth, Kansas, indicates 
John T. Glynn, private deteotive, and who has been in 
police work for past 30 years, having formerly bean 
Chief of Police at Leavenworth, is generally known as 
a "flier" of pardons and paroles for inmates at various 
penal institutions; is said to be shrewd and contacts 
supposedly made at St. Joseph, Missouri, and possibly 
Cfceha, Nebraska, although azact meeting places of Glynn 
at those towns not known to persons interviewed. 

Review of telegrams sent by Glynn during 1933 and 1934 
fails to reflect any pertinent information of where- 
abouts of Earpis-Barker gang; however, definitely- in- 
dicate connection with Volney^bavls and Lloyd Barker, 
brother of Fred end Arthur, now incarcerated in United 
States Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas. Review of 
closed Kansas City files on P^ McGee and Herman Barker

Zsrbst stated that formerly Glynn earns to the United States Penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kansas, frequently to make oontacts for inmates, and it was 
generally known that Glynn was said to be a "fixer*, and worked considerably 
in endeavors to obtain pardons and paroles for various individuals incarcerated 
in penal institutions. Sines kr. Zsrbst's administration as Warden, Glynn's

Replying to your letter/of December 21, 1934, 

I desire to advise that contact with Harold^McBride, the alleged in- 
formant in connection with the Barker-Karpie gang, had its Conception 
in a telephone communication from A. Spiro, City Editor of the New York 
Journal, who informed that Harold McBride had oonmunicated with the 
City Editor of one of the Hearst Newspapers in Washington, D. C. and 
obtained transportation to New York City and that he, Mr. Spiro, had 
assigned to interview the informant, a reporter named Janes Cannon, who 
bad made the contact with McBride and engaged with McBride in an in- 
terview lasting several hours; that following the termination of the 
interview, the reporter was dissatisfied with the information furnished 
and was suspicious of the authenticity thereof, and desired to enlist 
the aid of this office in definitely determining the identity of the 
informant and tbB degree of credence that might be placed in his state- 
meats imparted to Mr# Cannon# 


Consequently, through p re -arrangement with 
Mr# Cannon, the alleged informant, Harold McBride, was brought to the 
Hew York Division office and questioned with respect to the knowledge 
he allegedly possessed concerning the Barker -Karp is gang and he stated 
that he had furnished all of the information in his possession to Mr. 

Newby of the Division recently and that the substance of the information 
furnished to l£r. Newby was that he had become acquainted and established 
a friendly relationship with Barker and Karpis while an inmate of the 
penitentiary at Lansing, Kansas, and that while he had not seen them for 
an extended period, he confidently believed that he could, through hie 
own contacts, definitely determine the whereabouts of the fugitives sought. 
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The foregoing is essentially the extent of the 
information allegedly possessed by McBride and a lengthy interview 
with and questioning of him resulted in developing information which 
to my satisfaction indicated that McBride was endeavoring to 
capitalize his past alleged acquaintanceship with Barker and Kerpis, 
and that his allegations did not pretend any knowledge of their recent 
activities or other information that might serve as a basis for 
assuming that his information would be productive of results in de- 
termining their whereabouts*

In view of this situation, no definite arrange- 
ments were made with the informant, but an agreement was reached with 
Mr. Cannon of the New York Evening Journal whereby he, Mr* Cannon, 
would continue to maintain a friendly idationship with the informant 
and endeavor in that manner to obtain from him any information that 
might be of value and which he might have to impart. Later the seme 
day, Mr, Cannon telephonically comnunicated with the New York Division 
office and stated that he himself had developed inaccuracies and untruth 
in the statements of the alleged informant and therefore had definitely 
decided to discontinue any further relationship with him, believing that 
most of his statements were fictional*

Special Agent S. K. J'cKee interviewed Vivian^Eathis at the Jackson

While talking with Mr. Connelley he advised in 
connection with the Gibson m atter at Chicago that he had just 
returned from the coroner's hearing, at which Sirs. Gray, the 
wife, testified that that was her husband; that the Agents had 
ordered them out of the apartment and they had come out the 
front door and he went out the back door and she had heard 
some shots. He stated that they had not yet received the 
coroner’s renori;* 



I advised Mr. Connelley that I had been told he 
or Mr. Nathan advised the Director that Karpis was in custody, 
but that the fingerprints received this morning were those of 
"Doc" Barker. Mr. Connelley stated he did not believe he had 
said anything to the effect that Karpis was in custody and 
there must have been some misunderstanding, as Barker is the 
one in custody. He stated the other individual is Monte^Carter 
whose right name is J. E^folton; that the State has been 
looking for this individual in connection with the St. Valentine s 
day massacre in Chicago in 1923. Connelley advised that neither 
of the individuals in custody will talk very much. 


I asked Mr. Connelley whether he thought the 
associates of Barker, when he does not show up for several 
days, will assume he is in custody and attempt to get a lawyer 
arid get a writ on us. Mr. Connelley stated they had anticipated 
this possibility and had been considering filing against him 
for possession of an unregistered gun. which carries a five 
year penalty; that, of course, if this done publicity will . 
result, but 1 his associates obtain a writ there will be nothing
